REPORT  OF  THE  MANAGERS. 


HE  high  average  of  attendance  at  the  monthly  meet¬ 


ings  of  the  board,  speaks  well  for  the  continued  regard 


K  for  the  work  of  the  society  and  an  active  interest  in 
its  detailed  workings.  Much  has  to  be  taken  for  granted 
when  viewed  from  afar,  but  to  those  who  closely  watch  the 
development,  both  mental  and  physical  of  our  children,  and 
the  sympathetic  consideration  which  must  necessarily  be 
given  to  those  who  may  be  closest  to  each  child,  little  doubt 
can  remain  as  to  the  far-reaching  benevolence  of  a  society 
like  this. 

We  are  often  asked  about  the  lives  of  the  children  after 
they  leave  our  care.  During  the  past  year  a  number  have 
called  at  the  office  who  were  formerly  in  the  Home.  Among 
these  was  a  young  man  who  holds  a  responsible  position  in 
the  Navy,  and  has  a  royalty  from  a  patent;  one  is  a  nurser 
another  is  a  singer  in  a  city  choir,  and  another  a  successful 
business  man  from  the  Pacific  coast.  Several  have  families 
and  good  homes  of  their  own  in  Massachusetts.  None  may 
have  risen  to  great  distinction,  but  surely  the  society  you 
help  to  support,  has  had  many  examples  of  children  with 
hereditary  weaknesses,  made  strong  from  an  environment 
of  pure  and  honest  living. 

The  General  Secretary  has  spoken  before  several  of  the 
church  societies  and  is  always  ready  to  tell  of  her  work  among 
the  children.  A  generous  contribution  of  dolls  from  the 
Denholm  &  McKay  Company,  and  dressed  by  little  girls  from 
some  of  the  Sunday  schools,  has  given  our  children  an  end¬ 
less  amount  of  pleasure.  We  wish  particularly  to  thank 
the  following  churches  and  societies  that  have  helped  to 
clothe  the  children: — Piedmont  Church,  two  children;  South 
Unitarian,  one  child;  First  Uni versalist,  two  children;  Unity, 


one  child;  Lend-a-Hand  Society,  First  Unitarian,  two  chil¬ 
dren;  Young  Ladies’  League,  Plymouth  Church,  one  child; 
and  Adams  Square  Social  Union,  two  children.  The  Ban¬ 
croft  Chapter  of  the  Daughters  of  the  Revolution,  has  made 
a  valuable  contribution  of  twenty-one  fine  books  having 
entirely  to  do  with  colonial  history. 


We  are  increasingly  grateful  to  physicians  outside  our 
consulting  board  who  have  given  their  services  during  the 
past  year.  Dr.  Mary  E.  Barrell,  Dr.  David  Harrower,  Dr. 
Plphraim  W.  Norwood,  Dr.  Wilbur  H.  Bliss,  Dr.  Edwin  L. 
Chase  and  Dr.  Arthur  C.  Jelly.  Memorial  Hospital  also  has 
our  gratitude  for  much  service.  The  Employment  Society 
as  usual,  has  been  most  generous  in  doing  a  large  amount 
of  work  for  us. 

Several  churches,  through  their  societies  have  contributed 
toward  the  board  of  children,  apart  from  their  regular  dona¬ 
tions.  We  again  extend  thanks  to  the  Worcester  Consolidated 


.  Street  Railway  Company,  for  passes  over  their  road,  and  to 
the  city  newspapers  for  civilities;  the  Worcester  Evening 
Gazette  in  particular,  for  leaving  their  paper  at  our  office. 


We  regret  to  record  the  resignation  of  Mrs.  Theo.  Brown 
from  our  list  of  active  managers.  Mrs.  Brown  has  been  on 
the  board  since  the  formation  of  the  society  in  1850.  As 
she  remains  with  us  on  the  honorary  board,  we  shall  still 
benefit  from  her  long  experience. 

A  change  has  occurred  in  our  board  of  advisers  through 
the  death  of  Mr.  Edward  I.  Comins,  who  has  been  on  the 
board  since  1895.  The  loss  of  a  man  with  Mr.  Comins’s  wide 
range  of  intelligence,  which  made  him  a  friend  of  all  things 
philanthropic,  is  to  be  deplored.  At  the  March  meeting  a 
motion  was  made  that  an  amendment  be  made  to  article 
4  of  the  Constitution  as  follows: — 

“There  shall  be  a  board  of  managers  consisting  of  twenty- 
four  or  more  women,  representing  the  various  churches  of  the 
city,  and  twelve  men  to  be  elected  by  said  women,  striking 
out  the  provision  in  said  article  with  reference  to  a  board  of 
advisers,  and  adding  article  14  to  the  Constitution.  There 
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shall  be  a  General  Committtee  of  seven  members  to  be  elected 
by  the  Board  who  shall  have  full  authority  in  behalf  of  the 
Board  with  reference  to  all  matters  arising  between  the  reg¬ 
ular  meetings  of  the  Board.  They  shall  keep  a  record  of 
their  doings  and  present  them  at  the  meetings  of  the  Board.” 
At  the  April  meeting  the  motion  was  carried. 

The  pleasant  cooperation  with  other  societies  has  been 
a  feature  of  much  helpfulness.  For  the  first  time  in  ten  years 
our  expenses  have  exceeded  our  income.  The  financial 
condition  of  the  Society  will  be  given  in  detail  by  the 
Treasurer.

OBJECT  AND  METHOD. 


The  object,  briefly  stated,  is  to  care  for  needy  children. 
The  work  can  be  summed  up  under  two  heads;  the  Bureau 
of  Information  and  Counsel  and  the  Placing-out  Department. 

The  Bureau  of  Information  and  Counsel  receives  all  appli¬ 
cations  made  to  it,  thoroughly  investigates  the  situation 
and  seeks  to  remove  the  cause  of  distress.  It  may  give 
advice,  or  refer  to  some  other  Society  or  to  the  Placing-out 
Department;  supervises  in  its  own  home  or  obtains  work  for 
the  mother  with  her  child. 

The  Placing-out  Department  removes  the  child  from  its 
home  and  places  it  preferably  in  the  country  to  board,  or 
free,  and  supervises  it.  An  effort  is  made  to  re-establish 
the  home  as  soon  as  possible. 

Careful  records  are  kept  of  every  application  and  the  chil¬ 
dren  are  supervised  for  a  longer  or  shorter  time  after  they 
return  to  their  homes. 

The  responsibility  is  brought  back  upon  the  parents  and 
relatives  as  much  as  possible.  Adoption  is  only  sought  when 
the  home  cannot  be  re-established. 


REPORT  OF  GENERAL  SECRETARY. 


BUREAU  OF  INFORMATION  AND  COUNSEL. 

“How  did  you  happen  to  come  to  us?” 

“Oh,  we  have  always  known  of  the  Society,  a  friend  or 
some  other  Society  sent  us.  ” 

The  Child  Saving  Societies  of  Boston  refer  all  applications 
made  to  them  from  the  near  vicinity  of  Worcester  back  to  us. 

A  few  of  the  Charitable  Societies  of  Worcester  register 
all  applications  received  by  them  at  the  Associated  Charities’ 
Rooms,  which  are  the  most  centrally  located.  After  gaining 
all  the  facts  possible  from  our  applicant  our  first  step  is  to 
see  from  this  registration  if  any  other  Society  has  aided  them; 
if  so,  we  refer  them  back  to  that  Society.  If  not,  we  seek  to 
find  the  cause  of  the  distress.  A  too  careful  investigation 
of  the  situation,  including  that  of  the  relatives,  cannot  be 
made.  It  may  be  that  only  our  advice  is  needed.  They 
come  to  us  harrassed  by  difficulties  besetting  them  -and  often 
they  simply  need  us  to  plan  a  way  for  them,  which  they  are 
able  to  carry  out  by  themselves.  It  is  necessary  that  our 
diagnosis  be  a  correct  one  and  that  our  remedy  removes  the 
cause,  rather  than  tides  it  over.  They  often  ask  us  to  help 
them  in  the  way  they  have  thought  it  out  and  it  takes  some 
tact  to  show  them  that  our  way  is  the  better.  It  may  be  that 
some  other  Society  doing  a  more  specific  work  can  better 
aid  them.  The  child  may  need  medical  treatment  and  still 
with  careful  supervision  remain  in  its  own  home. 

Situations  have  been  found,  usually  in  the  country,  for 
mothers,  both  married  and  unmarried,  with  their  child.  In 
the  main  these  have  proved  satisfactory  on  both  sides. 

Several  have  been  referred  to  the  state,  the  Massachusetts 
Society  for  the  Prevention  of  Cruelty  to  Children,  the  School 
for  Feeble-minded  at  Waverly,  and  other  societies. 
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It  takes  much  time  and  tact  to  thoroughly  look  into  a 
situation,  to  make  their  own  home  suitable,  to  find  a  place 
where  a  mother  can  work  with  her  child,  or  to  persuade  the 


relatives  to  cooperate.  But  who  can  doubt  that  it  is  far 
better  to  keep  the  children  in  their  own  homes  or  with  rela¬ 
tives  than  to  place  them  at  board  in  the  country,  which  is 
often  the  worst  thing  we  can  do?  The  results  obtained  in 
this  side  of  our  work  cannot  be  estimated  as  easily  by  the 
money  we  spend,  but  its  value  is  none  the  less  great. 

PLACING-OUT  DEPARTMENT. 

Out  of  two  hundred  and  thirty-seven  applications  received 
during  the  year,  only  sixty-two  children  were  placed  out, 
which  is  about  one-fourth  of  the  whole  number.  We  have 
had  at  all  times  an  average  standing  army  of  eighty  children 
in  our  farm  homes.  These  homes  were  previously  thoroughly 
investigated  and  a  careful  choice  made  with  reference  to  the 
needs  of  the  child.  We  have  made  five  hundred  and  six 
visits  to  these  children,  which  shows  they  have  not  been 
neglected.  Each  child  has  been  remembered  at  Christmas 


time,  on  his  birthday  and  St.  Valentine’s  Day,  and  frequent 
letters  pass  between  us. 

They  have  been  encouraged  to  open  bank  accounts  with 
their  petty  earnings  from  picking  berries,  or  doing  errands. 
The  aggregate  amount  being  over  one  hundred  dollars  for 
this  year  only.  All  have  had  an  outing.  Several  have  made 
a  trip  to  Revere  and  Boston  during  the  summer  with  little 
or  no  help  from  us.  One  girl  finished  her  High  School  course 
this  year  having  earned  her  own  way  for  three  years.  Three 
others  are  doing  the  same. 

For  the  child’s  sake  we  feel  he  should  be  clothed  as  well 
as  his  playmates.  We  could  hardly  do  this  for  seven  hun¬ 
dred  dollars,  were  it  not  for  the  generous  donation  of  good 
clothing  and  the  aid  of  the  Employment  Society  or  of  some 
clubs  who  have  adopted  the  clothing  of  certain  children. 
The  shoes  alone  amount  to  half  that  sum.  Dental  and 
medical  work  have  been  promptly  attended  to. 


We  are  proud  of  the  way  our  parents  and  relatives  have 
responded  to  their  responsibility.  They  have  contributed 
nearly  one-half  of  the  entire  board.  They  have  held  heroically 
to  the  motto,  “I  can.”  Often  the  board  of  a  child  is  con¬ 
tributed  from  five  or  six  different  sources. 
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We  seek  to  re-establish  the  home  as  soon  as  possible.  Care¬ 
ful  records  are  kept  of  each  child.  We  feel  we  are  custodians 
of  a  fund  which  the  public  raise  to  aid  the  children  of  this 
city.  How  can  we  tell  that  this  money  has  been  well  spent 


or  that  we  have  made  permanent  cures  of  the  difficulties  if 
we  do  not  follow  up  our  children  after  they  return  to  their 
re-established  homes?  We  must  still  make  them  feel  our 
friendly  interest  in  their  welfare.  By  this  supervision  in 
their  own  homes  we  may  find  it  necessary  to  place  again  and 
yet  again  in  the  country,  but  always  the  responsibility  is  ours, 
which  we  must  never  forget.  We  can  do  this  by  letter,  a 
visit  to  the  home,  with  the  cooperation  of  the  Sunday-school 
and  the  public  school-teacher  and  clubs. 

Has  there  been  any  progress  in  the  work?  If  we  compare 
our  present  report  with  that  of  four  years  ago,  we  shall  see 
that  then  we  were  caring  for  fifty  children  with  no  Bureau 
of  Information  and  Counsel  or  after-supervision.  This  year 
we  have  aided  three  hundred  and  fifteen  children;  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  forty  have  been  placed  out.  Four  years  ago  the 
entire  cost  of  board  was  $4619.09,  of  which  the  parents  and 
relatives  contributed  $1103.02;  now  it  is  $6530.39,  of  which 
the  parents  and  relatives  contribute  $2977.69.  The  total 
■expense  of  the  Society  then  was  $6832.33;  now  it  is 
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$10,357.30.  At  that  time  the  aid  from  the  public  was 
$1471.98;  now  it  is  $1548.96. 

From  this  we  see  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  children  aided  but  not  a  proportional  increase 
either  in  the  expense  or  public  aid.  More  responsibility  has 
been  brought  upon  the  parents  and  relatives.  From  paying 
one-fourth  of  the  entire  board,  they  have  increased  to  almost 
one-half,  which  is  little  less  than  one-third  of  the  entire  expense 
of  the  Society.  It  is  necessary  to  raise  $2500.00  in  order  to 
meet  these  worthy  parents  at  least  part  way  and  adequately 
care  for  the  little  ones  of  our  city.
